—The New York Assay Office fur- 
nishes some very interesting statistics. 
Thirty million dollars (bullion) were ope- 
rated upon in the last eighteen months 
and $7,500,000 silver. The shipments of 
silver from New York to Philadelphia 
amount to several tons a month. Last 
year there passed through the laboratory 
forty tons of gold, worth about $500,000 
each. Most silver carries gold, and the 
presence of gold is especially noticed in 
the silver ores of Utah and Nevada. The 
Assay Office does not receive crude ores 
of any kind, only bullion, which signi- 
fies either coin or bars. Many of the 
jewelers send samples of their goods to 
the Assay Office in order to test their 
value. A few days ago a magnificent 
golden chalice from a Mexican convent 
was thrown into the crucible, and oid 
family plate frequently mects the same 
fate. During the last twenty years gold 
bars to the amount of over $219,000,000 
and silver bars to the amount of $15,000,- 
000 were manufactured in the New York 
Assay Office.— New York Heruld.

H. I. Kimball, 

Some five months) ago, gn the 
of Mr. Kimball’s fipst to 
Tur ConstiteTion contained 
rial, from whieh we make 
tracts ; 

‘‘Advantage should be tuken of Mr. 
Kimball's self-imposed, presence here to 
bring him before the courts if he has 
committed crime, and to draw forth his 
information upon the bond transactions.” 
The article went on to state, however, 
“that Governor Smith informed him that 
Judge Linton Stephens, who had thor- 
oughly looked into all these matters as 
the State’s lawyer, had, after full and 
exhaustive inquiry, declared that he 
could find no act of Mr. Kimball on 
which to base a criminal prosecution. 

If the sharp intelligence, active law 
and stern duty of Judge Stephens could 
find‘no clue to an indictment, there may 
be grave doubts of its existence. 

ut while there may be no violation of 
penal law, there can be and there 1s the 
appearance in some of Mr. Kimball's 
transactions Of moral wrong, And this 
appearance has been heightened by his 
leaving and staying away from Georgia, 
and his failure to come before the State 
authorities who were empowered to and 
did investigate his matters.” 

‘‘As Mr. Kimball once had the oppor- 
tunity to explain his part in these trans- 
actions and did not avail himself of it, 
he owes it to himself and the people to ex- 
plain- whether sought or not, whatever of 
wrong attaches to him from the result 
of that investigation which he permitted 
to go on, without sharing in it, when his 
own conduct was under scrutiny, and he 
will doubtless do so at some day.” 


The demand, which Tite ConstrruTion 
then urged has been met. Mr. Kimball 
has made answer,.and his defense has 
gone to the public. It is not only the 
right but the duty of the press to exam- 
ine that defense, discuss and pass judg- 
ment upon it. It is the requirement of 
justice alike to the people and Mr. Kim- 
hall. Both are entitled to a fair conside- 
ration of the matter, and an honest, un- 
prejudiced opinion upon it. Unreason- 
ing condemnation, based upon pride, 
passion, prejudice or other motive. would 
be a gross wrong to each, while a fawn- 
ing, sycophantic endorsement, backed 
only by bald assertion, is alike an insult 
to their intelligence and justly the sub- 
ject of undisguised contempt. 

The people are wont to look to Tig 
CoNsTITUTION for sincere dealing upon 
all questions, and we hope never to for- 
feittheir confidence. Upon their favor- 
ite journals they rely to a great extent 
for the information and _ teaching 
necessary to the formation of an 
intelligent judgment upon the events 
and personages of the day. And 
now they desire, not the partial or 
the prejudiced, but an honest opinion 
of Kimball's;defense. Has he established 
his innocence of all the charges brought 
against him? 

To those familiar with the facts it 
would almost scem that but one answer 
were possible. ‘‘The appearance of mo- 
ral wrong,” as stated in the extract above, 
is stillthere Mr. Kimball has not re- 
moved it, and more than that, he never 
can. The appearance is based upon in- 
destructible fact. Kimbail was the warm- 
est friend of Bullock and a chief 
actor in the transactions of that 
State Government, which cursed, humil- 
iated and impoverished our people to an 
almost insupportable degree. Indeed, 
the legislative committee of able and 
honorable Georgians were constrained to 
declare that in the persons named ‘‘Geor- 
gia seemed to have a dual Executive.” 
Under these circumstances, is it eoncciv- 
able that Kimball escaped without any 
liability for, or culpable conneetion 
with any of the wrongs committed? 
so to think would be to make Kimball an 
angel, and that of course would be a sel’- 
asserting absurdity. It is no answer at 
at all for him to say, that, if I am guilty, 
have me tried. Some of the greatest po- 
litical and legislative crimes may be,.and 
have been, committed without subjecting 
the perpetrator to criminal prosecution. 

What shall we say of his refusal to al- 
low the State the benefit of his testimony, 
when his own transactions were under 
investigation and of his prolonged ab- 
sence from the State until he must have 
known that he could not be prosecuted ? 
Wecan draw but the one conclusion, 
that his acts would not stand the test. 

Nor will it benefit -Mr. Kimball to 
claim in extenuation that Georgia has 
gained ‘‘millions of dollars expended in 
her midst,” for it must not be for- 
gotten that for millions the 
repudiated bonds of the State are out to 
harass her future for many years, and 
some of which the best legal talent de- 
clare must yet be paid. In fact a ma- 
jority of the Finance Committee of the 
last Legislature reported in favor of one 
of those rejected claims. And we are 
satistied that Mr. Kimball misapprehend- 
ed Governor Smith, if he understood him 


those 


as expressing an opinion of his ¢nnocence 
of all offence. Neither Governor 
Smith northe lamented Linton Stephens, 
with the facts before them, 
could have done so. Why in the very 
matter of the B. & A. railroad bonds 
Mr. Kimball himself admits that the 
bonds were illegally endorsed. There 
was a palpable violation of law, and be- 
cause Bullock did it does not make it any 
less a wrong or disconnect Mr. Kimball 
from it. The truth is that it is for this 
very sort of thing that Bullock is now 
a fugitive from the righteous vengeance of 
our people, for de would be speedily indict- 
ed, if caught, for many of the acts with 
which Mr. Kimball was connected though 
not in violation of law. But we shall not 
enter into a general detail of the trans- 
actions that carry the stamp of wrong 
beyond the power of human effacement, 
unless rendered necessary in future dis- 
cussion. 

What Mr. Kimball should have done, 
in our opinion, is this: Heshould have 
stated to the people that in the execution 
of what he believed were grand and glo- 
rious enterprises for the prosperity of 
Georgia, he had probably overstepped 
rightful limits in his eagerness to insure 
their success, and crave the people to re- 
member his motive and the manner in 
which he had expended his energies, and 
all his acquired means. 


A generous people—and where, beneath 
the sun, will you find a people more lib- 
eral and big-hearted than those of our 
dear .old State—would have. kindly in- 
clined toward him; and they will yet. 

Having spoken frankly and emphati- 
cally against H. I. Kiniball, we shall now 
be just as sincere and just as positive in 
what we shall say in his favor. 

The mistake miade Wy Mr. Kim- 
is one very. commion to hu- 
manity, Sometimes ‘good men, who 
have no belief in the doctrine 
that the end justifies the means, 
under stress of circumstances, and to 
save themselves from dishonor or finan- 
cial ruin, do that which they would not 
otherwise do, with full intention to right 
everything ultimately.

Many of these extravagant accusations 
his defence scatters to the winds, and 
the people will look more and more fa- 
vorably upon his claim of “integrity of 
purpose.” Will any one doubt that, if 
he had been successful in his 
grand enterprises, Georgia would 


have been immensely benefitted and 
he would have righted any mistake 


committed. Nor will it be forgotten that 
every dollar acquired was here spent. 
Here are too splendid monuments to his 
determination to invest his all in Georgia 
and swell her prosperity. Upon Georgia 
he exhausted alike his cnergies and his 
means, and in this the people have a tre- 
mendous endorsement of the integrity 
of his purpose. And when they reflect 
that H. I. Kimball did not engage in the 
political villanies and plots of the Radi- 
cal party, but used that party only so far 
as he could to push his great business 
enterprises; and when they think of his 
mighty undertakings crumbling about 
him through unforeseen misfortunes, 
they will be apt to look with a generous 
eye and no little sympathy upon 
the mistakes he made in order to 
save the vast work he was uprearing 
in Georgia, to her interest and 
fame. They will draw a broad line of 
distinction between the cormorants who 
fattened upon their vitals, and the man 
who struggled manfully to increase the

BEECHER’S AMOUR. 


A FULL AND EXPLICIT STATE- 
MENT BY THEODORE 
TILTON. 


Says Beecher Violates the Virtue of his 
Friend’s Wife under guise 
of Pastorial Min- 
istration. 


A Crime too Black for Infamy if 
the Disgusting Details be True. 


[By Telegraph to The Constitution. ] 

New York, July 21.—The letter of 
Theodore Tilton to the investigating com- 
mittee has been published. He says that 
while Beecher possessed a perfect knowl- 
edge of both his offense and apology, he 
has chosen to put on a public affectation 
of ignorance and innocence concerning 
them, and has conspicuously appointed a 
committee of six of the ablest men of his 
church, together with ex-attorneys, to 
inquire into what he leaves the commit- 
tee to regard as 

THE UNACCOUNTABLE MYSTERY 

of this offence and apology as if he had 
neither committed the one nor offered the 
other; but as if both were the mere fig- 
ments of another, man’s imagination, 
thus adroitly prompting the public to 
draw the deduction that Tilton was a 
person under some hallucination or delu- 
sion, living in a dream and forming a 
fraud Furthermore, in order to cast over 
this explanation

For the purpose, not of eliciting, but 
of denying, the truth. This joint as- 
sumption by them, which has seemed to 
the committee to be in good faith, has 
naturally the effect to make the commit- 
tee expect to find on their part nothing 
but innocence, and Mr. Tilton’s part 
nothing but slander. 
THE STATBMENT. 

Tilton then says it was his unhappy duty 
to give the facts and evidences to the com- | 
mittee for reversing their opinion. [le 
charges Mrs. Tilton with joining Beecher 
in & conspiracy, Which cannotaf to be 
full of peril and wretchedness to many

THE LAST OPPORTUNITY

3. That about nine years ago the 
Rev. Henry Ward Beecher, began 
a friendship with Mrs. Elizabeth R. Til- 
ton, for whose native delicacy and ex- 
treme religious sensibility he often ex- 
pressed to her husband a high admora- 
tion, visiting her from time to time for 
years, until the year 1870, when, for 
reasons hereinafter stated, he ceased such

4. That on or about the evening of 
October 10, 1866, Mrs. Tilton held an in- 
terview with Beecher, at his residence, 
she being then in a bad frame of mind, 
owing to the recent death of a young 
child; and during this interview an act 
of criminal commerce took place between 
them. 

AND THE PREACHER THE BRIDE. 

A similar act of criminality between 
the same parties occurred at Tilton’s re- 
sidence on the subsequent Saturday even- 
ing, followed by similar acts on various 
occasions from the antumn of 1868 to the 
spring of 1870, the places being the two 
residences of Beecher and Tilton, and 
occasionally other places which Beecher 
would invite Mrs. Tilton, or at which he 
would meet her by previous appoint- 
ments. 

NO HARM AT ALL. 


These acts of wrong being on her part 
from first to last not wanton or conseien- 
tiously wicked, but arising through a 
blinding of her moral eption, occa- 
sioned by the powerful influence exerted 
to that end by Beecher. 


A LITTLE TOO OFTEN, 


That Beecher’s pastoral visits to Mrs. 
Tilton during 1868, became so frequent 
as to excite comment, Tilton then being 
West.

ith, That Tilton first suspicioned 
that Beecher was abusing the affections 
or preference which Mrs. Tilton bore for 
him, was an impro caress given by 
Beecher to Mrs. Tilton while seated on 
the floor of his library, overlooking en- 
gravings. Tilton asked an explanation 
of his wife. She first denied the act and 
then confessed it, and said she had chided 
Beecher concerning it, On another oc- 
casion Tilton, after leaving his house one 
morning, returned and found the bed 
chamber door locked, and on knocking 
it was opened by Mrs. Tilton. Mr. 
Beecher was within, much confused and 
exhibiting a flushed face. Mrs. Tilton’s 
explanation was deemed satisfactory by 
her husband. 
8th. That in the spring of 1870, on 
Tilton’s return from his winter's absence, 
he noticed such evidences of his wife’s 
mind being absorbed in Beecher that an 
estrangement took place between Tilton 
and his wife; she went earlier than usual 
for her summer’s sojourn in the country 
and returning—after several week’s ab- 
sence—on July 3. 1870, and within a few 
hours after her arrival, after exacting 
from her husband a solemn promise not 
to harm Beecher or communicate to him 
what she had uid, she made 
a circumstantial confession to Mr. 
Tilton of the carnal ‘acts 
hereinbefore stated, accompanied with 
citations from Beccher’s arguments and 
reasonings with her to overcome her long 
maintained scruples against yielding to 
his desires. She stated that Beecher 
habitually characterized their intimacy

the hidden secret was ever made known. 
Beecher had repeatedly assured her then 
that he loved her better than he had 
loved any other woman, and she felt just 
as good as before her intimacy with him, 
with him, save the necessary deceit 
which accompanied it, and = at 
which she suffered in her mind. 
Mrs. Tilton returned. to the 
country, to await herg§husband’s ac- 
tion, whereupon, after many considerable 
statements, the chief of which was, that 
she had not voluntarily gone astray, but 
had been artfully misled} by Beecher. 
From a desire to protect the family from 
open shame, Tilton condoned wrong 
and addressed to his wife such letters of af- 
fection, of tenderness, that he felt would 
relieve ber of her wounded spirits and 
which did partially produce that result. 
Qn December 10, 1870, differences 
were argumented by Beecherand Bee- 
cher’s wife. An interview was then ar- 
ranged between Tilton and Beecher 
through letter from Mrs. Tilton to Moul- 
ton. They met at Moulton’s residences 
and Beecher and Tilton spoke to each 
other for the first time since Mrs. Tilton’s 
confession, and her wish for reconcilia- 
tion and peace between them and her 
husband, thus furnishing to Beecher the 
first knowledge he had received that 
Mrs. Tilton had confessed, At the meet- 
ing, Beecher sought to consult with 
Mrs. Beecher on that same day. This 
was granted. Beecher departed, and re- 
turning a half hour latér, expressed his 
remorse and shame, and declared that 
his life and work seemed brought toa 
sudden end. Tilton on_ returning 
to his home, fancied his wife weak, 
and in great distress, saying that what she 
had meant for peace had only given pain 
and anguish; that Beecher had just call- 
ed on her, declaring that she had slain 
him, and she would probably be tried 
before a Council of Ministers, unless she 
would give him a written paper to aid 
him in his protection, whereupon he dic- 
tated to her and she copied, in her own 
hand writing, a suitnble paper for him to 
present.to said Council of Ministers on 
the following day, Dec. 3tst, 1870. 
Moulton being informed by Tilton of the 
above named transaction by Beecher, 
called on Beecher, who expressed sorrow 
and shame for having procured letters 
in sucha manner he did, returned it 
to Tilton. In this letter Mrs. Tilton re- 
views her formerletter to Moulton and 
states explicitly that Beecher never of- 
fered her any improper solicitations.

uv following day, when Beecher express- 

ed yvreat contrition and remorse for his 
carnal criminality with Mrs, 
Tilter, determination to 
kil himseli in case of exposure and begg- 
cd Moulton to write at his Beechen’s dicta- 
tion and ‘apologising to Tulton in hope 
of securing which his forgivness, 
Was ts follows: 

Intrust with my dear frigud Moulton, 
I ask your forgiveness and humble 
mysclf before him as I do before my 
God. He would have been a better man 
in my circumstances than I have been. 
I¢an ask nothing except that he will re 
member all other breasts that would ache. 
1 would not plead for myself I could 
wish that I were dead. But others must 
live to suffer, and I will die before any 
one. But myself shail be inculpated. 
All my thoughts are running out toward 
my friends and toward the poor child 
lying there praying with her folded 
hands. He is greatly sinned against, 
bearing the transgressions of another. 
Her forgiveness I crave humby, and 
humbly pray to God to put into 
heart of her husband to forgive me,. I 
have trusted this to Moulton in confi- 
dence. Signed H. W. Beecher. 

Remaining specifications consist prin- 
cipally of correspondence between par- 
ties interested, in reference to the’scandal. 
The 11th was an important letter from 
Mrs. Tilton toa friend. The 12th com- 
prises letters between the parties during 
the month of February. ‘The correspon- 
dence being clicited by Moulton, to be 
read by mutual consent. First is a letter 
from Tilton to Moulton, averring having 
bore Beecher no malice, and stating that 
he should discountenance every project 
to expose Beecher’s secret. 

The second is a letter from Beecher to 
Moulton, expressing his gratitude for 
Moulton’s services in his behalf. 

The 13th isa letter from Beecher to 
Mrs. Tilton, in which he also refers to 
Moulton with expressions of gratitude.

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Statement of Samuel Wilkeson 
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Beecher’s Guilt Said to Consist 
Solely in Certain Words Spo- 
ken to Mrs. Tilton. 


Tilton’s Grievance Alleged to be 
Want of Money, and His Sat- 
isfaction Its Payment 


New Yorx, July 19.—The Herald 
rints the statement of Samuel Wilkeson 
fore the Beecher Investigating Com- 
mittee. Its substance is ‘that in the last 
week in March, 1872, Tilton came to his 
office and took from his pocket a worn 
proof press of a letter he intended to 
publish in the next issue of the Golden 
Age, unless Henry Ward Beecher did 
him justice. The letter (which was dat- 
edJaauary 1, 1871,) was addressed to 
Henry C. Bowen, and acknowles the _re- 
ceipt of acolder notice breaking his two 
e ments with the Independent and 
Brooklyn Union, and goes on to say that 
it was in the early part of the rebellion 
that Bowen first intimated to him that 
Beecher had committed acts of adultery, 
for whichif he (Bowne) should expose. 
him he would be driven fromthe pulpit. 
From that time forward Bowen’s refer- 
ence to the subject (says Tilton) were fre- 
quent. On the 26th of December, 1570, 
atan interview in Bowen’s house, at 
which Oliver Johnson was pressn t: — 

“You (Bowen) spoke freely and in- 
dignantly of Beecher asan unsafe vis- 
itor in the familiesof his congregation. 
You alluded to a woman, now a widow, 
whose husband’s death was hastened by 
his knowledge that Mr. Beecher had 
maintained with her improper Intimacy. 
You informed us that Beecher had made 
to voua confession of guilt, and with 
tears implored your forgiveness. After 
Mr. Johnson had retired you related to 
me the caseof another woman whom 
Beecher took into his arms by force, 
threw her downon the $ofa, accomplish- 
ed his deviltry, and left her. Yom sug- 
rested a demand upon him to quit his 
sacred oftice, volunteesed to bear such a 
demand, and to sustain it. This letters 
you presented to Mr. Beecher at M. Fre- 
land’s house. Shortly after, you sought 
an interview with me, and with face liv- 
id with rage, threatened with loud voice 
if 1 should ever inform Mr. Beech- 
er of the statement concerning his adult- 
ery, or should gver compel you to adduce 
the evidence on which you agreed to sus- 
tain the demand for his withdrawal from 
Brooklyn,, you would deprive me of my 
engagements with the Independent and 
Union, andif I ever attempted to enter 
those offices, would have me forcibly re- 
jected. I told you I would tell Mr. 
Beecher or any body else, according to 
the dictates of my judgment. Scearcely 
had your violent words ceased ringing 
in my ears when I received your sum- 
mary notices breaking my contract.” 
WILKESON PROPOSES A COMPROMISE. 

Mr. Wilkeson says,/shocked with the 
mischief of the matter Tilton threat- 
ened to publish, he remonstrated against 
it. A discussion ensued, on Tiltons part 
passionate and noisy. Ife (Tilton) com- 
plained that Bowen had disnrissed him 
without cause, and ruined him to fame, 
property and estate, and had crowned 
this -wrong by refusing to pay a large 
debt for editorial services, of which he was 
in pressing need, compelliag him to bring 
suit to collect it. ¢ilis next plaint was 
that Beecher had not helped him in his 
troubles ; that he was lying crushed on 
the sidewalk in Brooklyn, and Beecher, 
who had such power that, with his little 
finger, he could have lifted up and rein- 
stated him, saw him in his agony and 
ruin, and passed by in silence and in- 
difference. Rising into dramatic rage, 
trampling the room from cornerto corn- 
er, and speaking with intense passion, de- 
clared, ‘‘l will have revenge on him! I 
will pursue him to his grave!” ‘‘It ~was 
clear to me (says, Wilkeson) that what 
Tilton wanted wae money, and that, his 
purpos® in coming tome was to raise 
money. He left the office calm and happy 
on the prospect of an arrangement | out- 
lined to him which should immedi- 
ately give himin hand the money Bowen 
owed him for his old: relations with 
Beecher and Bowen, and procure for 
him mentioninthe Independent and a 
handsome notice in the. Christian Union, 
of his newspaper enterprise. The well- 
known tripartile agreement came from 
the negotiation initiated after this inter- 
view. Bowen agreed to pay forthwith 
Tilton’s unpaid salary and to pyblish a 
reparatory card in the Independent. On 
the night of April 2, 1872, when the 
agreement was ready for signatures, Til- 
ton was ina happyframe of Mind, and 
overtiowed with love and admiration for 
Beecher.” Wilkeson gives terms of the 
agreement as originally drafted. This 
paper was read at a Meeting of four gen- 
tlemen, of whom Tilton was one. He 
wag’charmed with it, and said he could 
conscientiously and heartily subscribe 
his name to every word of it, would sign 
it twelve times over if that would induce 
Bowen to sign it once,andin his eager- 
ness took up a pen to sign, but was re- 
st ained by the suggestion that Bowen 
might be less willing to sign if Tilton 
should sign first. It was carried away 
without ‘lilton’s signature. 

MRS. TILTON. 

Wilkeson’s statement continues as fol- 
lows: 

In a full and kind conversation be- 
tweentme and Tilton, and after the meet- 
ing on the night of April 2 broke up, he 
replied toa clear-cut question I put to 
him, that the only wrong Mr. Beecher 
had ever done him, had been to address 
improper language to his wife, and that 
for that held in his hands an ample and 
satisfactory written apology. I repeat- 
ed to him the mention of a graver inquiry 
than that, made to me by a person whose 
informition was alleged to be derived 
in part at second-hand from a confession 
of his wife. With great spirit he de- 
nied the truth of both these statements. 
He called the informant at second- 
hand a sexually morbid monoman- 
iac, who had imagined every word she 
uttered. He scornfully said there was 
not a shadow of truth in her story. He 
expressed amazement that the other per- 
son should state that he had ever said 
that there was anything criminal in 
Beecher’s conduct, and denied in the 
fullest and most energetic manner that 
he had ever said so, or said anything that 
could be so construed by a truthful and 
healthy mind, and he returned to his pre- 
vious declaration that Beecher’s sole of- 
fense was improper language to his wife, 
and repeated it anew, and again repeated 
that the written confession and apology 
he had in keeping was ample for that 
wrong. 

THE TRIPARTITE AGREEMENT SIGNED. 


The next morning on the 3d of April, 
Tilton came to my office in the 
the Equitable Insurance Company's 
building. He was flushed and sullen. 
There was a hitch in’ the money 
payment. He said abruptly that he 
would not sign the agreement, and that 
it would have to be altered before he 
would sign it. Kindling an anger as he 
talked, he said that in negotiating Mr. 
Bowen had been well taken care of by 
Claflin, and Beecher well taken care of 
by me ; but he had been left out in the 
cold, with the money due from Bowen 
unpaid. I combatted this fancy kindly, 
and tried to soothe him, and hold him 
to the arrangement he had made, but he 
flew out wild, and declared with the ut- 
most passion that he would never while he 
lived sign a paper that should disable him 
from pursuing Beecher, and he demand- 
ed a copy of his paragraph, in the tri 
artite agreement that he might 

Imade a copy for him. 

he sat down at tht table 

and began toscratch and interline; but he 
rose up and carried his work away un- 
completed. Beforé he left, I gathered 
from what he said that Bowen had re- 
fused to pay the full amount’of his claim, 
and that his law suit would have to go 
on; but the full amount was paid within 
a day or two thereafter, and the tripar- 
tite agreement was executed—not the 
one I drafted and which was accepted by 
all the parties, but a modification of that. 
I used my last copy of this instrument in 
my testimony before the committee, and

Dear Constitution: A gilante at the are 


ulet village of Oxford would have ass 
the most casual observer that there was 


for several years past. e citi- 
zens of Oxford, with that generosity which 
has made them famous, have heartily wel- 
comed all and are preparing to receive 
others. At an early r this morning a 
perfect stream of vehi@@s began to pour in, 
All classes came; from the hardy workman 
with his stalwart mule to the wealthy plant- 
er with his elegant bays, all anxious to hear 
the famous man who was to preach the 
sermon. Long before the regular hour for 
preaching, the spacious church was literally 
tilled with a fine congregation. The beauti- 
ful festoons of flowers and evergreens 
which adorned the walls were a tribute not 
only to the. cultivation and taste of the 
Oxford ladles, but.also te ther love for the 
College. About half-pastten, Bishop Mar- 
vin and Doctor Evans, of Augusta, ascended 
the pulpit, The large congregation sang a 
familiar hymn, in which nearly every one 
joined. After the reading of a lesson 
from the scriptures and singing, Dr. Evans 
offered a fervent prayer. Bishop Marvin 
then arose and announced his text as fol- 
lows: ‘*When I consider Thy heavens, the 
work of Thy fingers, the moon and the stars, 
which Thou hast ordained; what is man that 
Thou art mindful of him’? -And the son 
of man that Thou visitest him »’—Pgalm 
Sth, 3d and 4th verses. 

He began by noting how great a change 

is made in the significance of the text by 
the simple change of mood in the verb. The 
sceptic, viewing the magniticence of creation, 
exclaims, ‘‘What is man that Thou shouldst 
be mindful of him,’’ ete. The christian with 
simple faith and love humbly asks, ‘What 
is man that thou art mindful of him?’ ete. 
The text does not contrast man with crea- 
tion. Physically he is a mere speck in the 
universe; but considered as a man he is 
grander than itall. The contrast is between 
man and God. Man towers far above all 
other creation, but when compared with 
God how little he is. The text is not meant 
to display man in a contemptible light. 
Young men are too apt to undervalue them- 
selves. The main proposition of the ser- 
mon is to answer the inquiry of the text and 
to prove, a priori, that man is such a being 
as that God might well be expected to be 
mindful of him. The great object of the 
discourse is to give the young some just ap- 
preciation of themselves. 
_ Labor always has an object. If we imag- 
ine Giod in the creation of the world, and 
consider him just at the point where he has 
completed the inanimate world, what good 
hag thus far been accomplished? The 
world is beautiful, but it answers no end. 
No intelligence rejoices in it: no animate 
being reaps the benefits of its fine mechan- 
anism. Man appears on the scene and allis 
plain, All this preparation was for 
his coming. This is his dwelling 
house that God has constructed, and now 
he comes to live init. Man’s great value is 
in his consciousness, Here the learned di- 
vine entered into an analysis of conscious- 
ness, Which was, at once, metaphysical and 
plain. Man is gifted with a mind that can 
sweep up to the height of contemplating its 
maker. A being whose thoughts can reach 
God is not to be despised by Him. When 
God saw his child in the lovely dwelling 
place he had created for him he was able to 
say, With infinite satisfaction, ‘‘It is good.”’ 
The only revenue that God gathers from the 
world that he cares for is the love and praise 
ofman. Beside this, what are the cattle on 
a thousand hills, or all the treasures of the 
soil? Then do you ask, ‘‘What is man that 
thou art mindful of him’ If all the good 
of creation had been made for one man alone, 
the glorious result would have justified the 
outlay. If only one man had sinned and 
fallen from his estate of purity, it would 
have justified the suffering and death of 
Christ for his single redemption. Young 
men think too little of themselves. This is 
inferred from the ends which they propose 
for their lives. Some pride themselves on 
being admirably-constructed money-mak- 
ing machines.& The eloquent preacher here 
exhorted the young men to propose for 
themselves no end save the approbation of 
of God. To make all these others were 
collaterals — the mere spring-board from 
which they leap into eternity. When 
he says young men do not think 
enough of themselves, he does not 
mean that they are not proud enough 
They are too proud, Butthe very occasions 
of this pride prove that they think too little 
of themselves. ‘The fact that they are proud 
of such contemptible things shows that they 
do not appreciate their own existence. Some 
are proud of the accident of noble birth: 
some of their sucecss in money-making; and 
some of treasures inherited. A man is 
humblest when he appreciates himself. He 
exhorted the young men to remember what 
God has done for them, and to properly 
think of themselves. 

Think of Christ’s sacrifice. God’s supreme 
love is proven by the suffering and death of 
Christ. He implored the young not to sell 
their glorious birth-right to thrones and 
crowns that shall never pass away for the 
miserable pottage of earthly pleasure. 

He concluded with a description of what 
our joys and happy employments might be 
in the better world to come. This was one 
of the sublimest flights of fancy we have 
ever heard, and we despair of conveying 
any idea of it. When the Bishop sat down 
the vast congregation was as silent as death. 
He had preached nearly two hours, but his 
hearers did not note the lapse of time. The 
man who could look forward to the conclu- 
sion of such a sermon with pleasure is des- 
titute of all appreciation of grandeur of 
thought and eloquence of utterance. A 
perfect analysis of a sermon, where every 
word forms a link in the great chain of the 
discourse is an impossibility. Every sylia- 
ble has its place, and none can be left out, 
The sermon was in some respects the most 
remarkable we have ever heard. For sub- 
limity of thought, beauty of conception, 
and power of expression, we _ have 
never heard it surpassed. It possessed none 
ofthe tinsel and gaudy rhetoric which so 
often characterizes commencement sermons. 
It was a production heavy with thought; 
It was logical without being imaginative: 
it was metaphysical without being abstruse. 
In short, it was such a production, as could 
only be the work of great mind. 
Marvin has been well called the metaphysi- 
cian of the people. While others are obscure 
and labored in their abstract investigations, 
he is so simple that a child might under- 
stand and get so profound that a sage might 
admire. May not this extraordinary sim- 
plicity be the effect of more perfect knowl- 
edge. A man who knows but little may 
talk forever in technical phrases and obscure 
speculations ; but he who makes all his pro- 
cesses plain ; he who in his onward progress 
leaves a luminous track behind in which all 
is plain ; he who causes the ignorant to per- 
ceive great abstract truths ; he possesses the 
treasures of knowledge ; he has sounded the 
depths and found the pearl; he is the true 
philosopher. 

The effect of to-day’s sermon was remark- 
able. Everybody was deeply impressed. 
A distinguished United States Senator was 
heard to say, “‘I had rather have lost thirty 
pounds of fl sh than to have missed that 
sermon !”’ 

Bishop Marvin is a man of about fifty 
years of age. He has been a Bishop of the 
Methodist church, South, for eight years. 
He is above six feet hight and is very slen- 
der. He possesses a voice of peculiar mel- 
ody, and has about him considerable oratoric- 
al power. He lives in the Westand is a great 
favorite with the people of that section. He 
is probably knownas widely as any divine 
on the continent. He is unusually admired 
for his great ability, and what is far better, 
is unusually beloved for those christian 
graces and manly traits. which make men 
truly noble. ’, 

DR. PIERCE’S SERMON. 

This afternoon, the venerable Dr, Pierce 
preached to a large congregation. His ser- 
mon was of unusual length and possessed 
rare power. The Doctor has preached at 
every commencement for nearly thirty years, 
save one. as 

He is perhaps the most remarkable living 
preacher. He is now ninety years of age and 

sesses @ mental and physical activity that 

truly wonderful. He feels a peculiar af- 
fection for Emory College. He has watch- 
ed over it in its infancy. He nourished it 
it in its tender years and now that, it has 
reached a hardy manhood, no one rejoices 
in its prosperity more than he. Long — 
he be spared, for the country and chure 
need such men.
